CAMDEN, S. C., May 18.—Seven­ 
ty-one dead and two unaccounted 
for was the toll of a fire at a 
school house at Cleveland, South 
Carolina, last night as determined 
at 7 o’clock today. Cleveland is 
eight miles from here. 
The collapse of a narrow wooden, 
stairway leading to the second floor, 
where an entertainment in oonnec- / 
tion with the dose of school was 
in progress, caused many of the 
deaths, a number of perons being 
crushed in the debris. Other cut off 
from escape in'this way, were burn­ 
ed to death while still others jump­ 
ed from the windows. 
The tine was caused by the over­ 
turning of an oil lamp on the stage 
during the commencement exercises, 
which /Were being witnessed by a 
crowd that jammed the room. A 
panic followed. 
The school building was a two

containing 
three looms and was burned before 
outside ald could be summoned and

difficulties. 


In recent years the western world has rather dreaded the 


tone when China, following the lead of Japan, should take 
up western methods. "With enoromus natural resources un- 
touched and a teeming population China was looked on as a 
mighty giant did not know his own strength. The problem ha? 
been to figure but what might happen should the giant final- 
ly wake up and bestir himself. 


Generally legislators are free in voting appropriations,
